RES He Scripture reveales to us a three»fold State, of 
wg Chrifts Kingdom. ; 
=o One Prvidential, which is that univerſal in fluence 
x, and ſoveraign power, by which Jeſus Chriſt manag* 
_ 2% ech the affaices of all che world, both in Heaven, 
Earth, and undec che Earth : as Mas. 18. 13. Thus in Mat. 13. 
The field which is the world, is called by Chrift bis Kingdom ; 
whence it is, that be enlightenetb every Man that cometb into the 
world, Job. 1.9. For ever ſince the fal of man, che immediate 
diſpenſation and Government of all thingy, is delegated to him 
from che Father, ſo that he isdeputed as Viceroy, oc immediate 
Adminiftcator of all things. efoce ig is, that be is diſtin- 
iſhed from the Father, abd the Holy Ghoft, bythe ticle of 
d, A&ﬀ.2+ 30. Lord and Chrift, that is, anointed co be Lord, 
in a diftinct ſence, - —_ whoby commiſſion is and 
delegated to immediate adminiftration, in the bebalf of others. 
This indeed (though the myſtery was nos revealed Chrift as God, 
Man; t not at then manitefted in the fleſh ) governed and 
ruled the whol world, ever fmce Adam his fal : For if God the 
Facher bad nog deputed a Mediator, his Juftice and Holineſs, 
according to the Covenant of Works, ( by which be only bad to 
deal wich mankinde, and chis would) bad overthrown mankinde, 
andal! this worjd. This is che = ſtace of Chrifts Kingdom.

and Samuel, were bur extraordinary Officers, or Generals, raiſed 
up indanger of Enemies, and caſe of Warce gz ſo thac every way 
Chriſt was a Monarchand King of Iſrael; wherefore indeed when 
they refuſed Judpes, and would have a King like other Natioris, 
they did caft off him; yecnotrwichftanding, after be had punifhed 
chem by one King, namely, Sazd, he gavethem a King alſo for a 
Type and ſhadow of that which he himſelfe did before, but in a 
type and ſhadow : For as the Nation of Iſrael in theic Moſaicall 
Diſcipline and Lichurgie, were but a Type of che Nations of che 
Worldz whom ina morall way God will bring co be a People to 
Chriſt (among which the Iſraelites as a firſt born ſhall be chief : ) 
So Chrifts Government of thac Nation, from the cime chey were 
called out of XEgypt, cill chey caft off Judges,- and afcer chat alſo, 
by Kings immediately called and Depuced by bim, ( which hew- 
ed cbat be ſti]] kept the Soveraignty, and was theic King) wasa 
ſhadow or cype of bis ftateof Monarchica Government, which in 
due time be will have immediately and viſibly over all Nacions on 
the earth ; therefore the Iſraelites Kings could not be depoſed by 
med, becauſe not ſet up by men, and culed ſo abſolutely becauſe 
they cud by Commiſh on immediacly from Chrift, and as Types 
of that his cule Monarrbicall, which in the lacter daics he means 
co take up over all the World. 

Thus we ſee ever ſince Chrift gathered a viſible people and king- 
dom,he fore-thewed his intent, co have a ftace Monarcbical in the 
World, (for bis ſpicituall Kingdom he typified from the fall of 
«Adam ) by the Saccifices, Alcars, and che Pciefts, which were the 
Fathers and ficft born of che Family z but this tiis Monarchicall 
Government he began co typifie, when he called a Nacion co be his 
people; and as betypitfied ic, ſo he fore-told and propheſied ic : 
che 8, Pſalm is made only our of a Pcopheticall Meditation of this 
Monarchicall ſtate of Chrifts Kingdom z as the Apoſtle ceachech 
us, Heb. 2. 6, 7, 8» who applyes that Pſalme co Chriſt, and to 
this Monarchicall fiate of Chrift : For be ſaich, ic is meanc of a 
world, and world to come, after that the Apoftle wric chat Epi- 
ſtle, ver. 5, But by providence Chrift then had ruled che World, 
andin a ſpirituall Government by che Goſpel, be had ſpread him- 
ſelf overall the World before Feruſalem was ruined, as he cold 
bis Diſciples, Matth. 24, 14. then the end (chat is of the Citie Fe« 
ruſalem ) ſhall come, - E

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But befides all this, chere is a whole World co come to be put in 
fabjeRion co.Chrift 3 of which Adam in innocency was indeed a 
Type ( for in innocency was divers types of Chrift ; inthat God 
ever intended Chrift ) Adanes fall, and damning all mankind, wag 
a Type or Figure of Chrift ſavingallche Ele& Yom. $414.50 fo 
dams marriage eo the woman,was a type of Chrifts conjunion to 
chat Chrift. 


the Church, Epbeſe5.30,31932- Bo in the Soverai 
gave Adam over all char preſene World, was out che fub. 
zeRionof a World co came to Chrift : wher the Pſalmift 
ſpeaks in ſuch a phraſe, as makes Expoſitors thinke, he meant A- 

m( becauſe Adam was its figure) bur it ig evident-it cannot be 
meant of, Adam,or the tare in innocency,becaule in this Epiftle to 
che Hebrewes, after Chrift had ſet up bis ſpiricuall Kingdome by 
the Goſpel over all the World, in ſome conſciences every where, 
yet he ſaith iris a world co come ; and befides,chere are divers paſ= 
ſages in the Pſalme, which are nor competible with che ſtate of In- 
nocencyzas the ſtilling the avenger,8c. whereas in innocency were 
Not enemies oravengens: Therefore this Pſalme fore-tells a ftate of 
Chrifts Kingdom to come, after the Golpels preaching co all che 
World, wherein be ſhould have as perfectly all the World ſubje& 
co him, as in innocency Adam had all under bis diminion; as we 
read Gen. 1.26,Nor can this be meant of che laft ofall cime,name» 
ly the general Judgment, When al knees ſhal bory to him,and eve- 
ry.tongue ſhal ronſeſ him Lord, Ph1l.-2. 10, rx. which is referred 
co his }aft Judgemenc, Rom. 14, 10,11.For then he is to ceſigne and 
co ſurrender up the Kingdom to God the Father, and co hold and 
adminifter it 00 longer, 1 Cor. 15, 24 Butthisand many othen 
places as we ſhal ſee,propbefie ofa ftace of Monarchical Govern= 
ment, which Chrcift ſhal bold afrer the Goſpel is preached univer= 
ſally,before that laft and General Judgement. Pſa1.22.he prophe- 
ſieth of Chrifts Paſſion, and in werſ.6, 7, 8. the words of reproach 
uſed againſt Chrift in bis Paſſion, Mat. 27. 39.43. and verſ.16. the 
corments inflicted on Chriff, piercing his hands and feer, and wer. 
x8. cheic demeanous towards the Garments of Chriſt, applyed co 
Chriſt, as Mats 27. 35+ and what Chriſt would do after his deli» 
verance from his Paſſion, Pſal. 22. 22. applyed co Chriſty Heb. 2. 
12. Byall which i clear, chac Plalme is of Chrifts Paſſion, afteo 
which it w prophefied that all che world ſhould curn co bim, and 
worſhip bim, and chat he ſhould have the Kingdom, werſ. 27.28. 
and chat a generation of Saints ſhould ſerve bim, and al chat de fac 
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on the earth ſhall worſhip him, verſ. 29.) which muſt be meane of 
the Monarchical ſtate ot Chriſt, and not of his ſpiricuall govern- 
ment in the conſcience onely, becauſe ic is ſaid, werſ.29.that al the 
fat on earth ſhall bow to bim,and al that go down to the duſt chere 
is Done can keepe alive his Soule, thac is, Chriſt hall bave a Sove- 
raignty over all chat live and die, which he hath not in his fpiricu* 
all Government, which onely reachech the living. This was alſo 
celebrated rypically and propherically, by Iſrael ſubduing all the 
earch, that is, all known neighbouriog Nations round about chem, 
Pſal. 47. and in Salomon as ina type, Pſal.72. and is cercainly che 
ſcope ot ÞPſal. 96. 97,98.110. For whac ſtace of Chriſts Kingdom 
as yet, whether providenciall or ſpirituall, pave all the earth cauſe 
£0 joy, becauſe of peace, juſtice, and cruth. 

Therefore chere is a ſtate co come, wherein it ſhall be doneto al 
che earch;this is moſt fully ſer down by che Propher Daniel chap. 
2.3I-to 46.che great Image preſented in a dream roNebxchadneg- 
7.r, repreſented foure great Monarchies, whoſe Foundacions in- 
deed were laid preſencly afcer che Flood, inNzmrod,and chat Aſſy- 
rianMonarchy,which grew up into theBabylonian,8&c.(whatios 
ever God did before the Flood) it is evident thac ever ſince ic,ex- 
ceptalicele cime at ficft co grow, he hath held chis Werld under a 
Monarchy,and ſo he wil hold it until ics end. ] ſay, God byDaniet 
the Interpreter, and by that dream co Nebuchadnezy ar, in and by 
an Image, repreſented four great Monarchies, one of which was 
chen in beipg, and the reft were co follow, and every one of them 
had the World (as then it was found and efteemed) undec them. 

The ficft Monarchy was the Aſſyrian,which fel inco the Baby- 
lonian,and bloſſomed inNimrod,Gen.10.8.to the 13.and was ri- 
pened in that preſent Nebucbadnezzars Child and Grandcbild. 
This Monarchy was exprefled in that Image by the head of gold. 

The ſecond Monarchy, was that of the Medes and Perſians, 
+ which bloſſomed in Cyrus, who conquered Babylon, and flew the 
Grandchild of Nebuchadnexzqar, namely, Balteſhaſbar, Dan. 2. 
39.and endured til Darius, whom Great Alexander the Greek 0+ 
vecthrew ; this Monarchy was expceft inchac Image, by the Breſt 
and Acmes of Silver. - 

The chird Monarchy was that of che Greekes, which bloflomed, 
or rather immaturely and ſuddenly ripened in Great Alexander 
of Macedon, a Grecian z and by his ſudden viRories over-run che 
World ; and by his ſudden and uncimely death, was divided _ 

our 


- thechiefknown parts of the world, and fo fetching its beginning 
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fouc preax-parts, by four of his Chief Generals, who parced the 
wage, $4 them, Dan..2. 39. until the more Weſtern people 
by liccle and lictle(namley che Romany) wonal from them: this — 
Grecian\Monarchy was exprelied in that Image by a belly and 
chighes of Brac. | | | 
The fourch Monarchy was that of the Weft, namely tbac of 
the Romans ( which compared with che former is Weſtern ) 
which bloſsomed and ripened leiſurely, and by degrees; and was 
cherefore the more like to laft long, And by certain gradacions and 
much time, rooted our ſucceſſively all che inhericors of Alexan- 
der, and che upholders of the Greek Monarchy, and poſleft all 


lower Weftwacd, and yet upas high Eaftwacd, ic became a migh» 
tier Monarchy then any of the former. 

- This Monarcby wat expreſſed in the image, by che legs of Icon, 
Dan. 2.32.40, becauſe as Icon, ic was ftropgeſt of all, and ſub- 
dued all unde it; but in proceſle of time, the body of che world, 
which ic boce up, being ſo great, co which it was a leg oc fuppot- 
cer, ir divided ut ſelfe( as it is inthe natural body Y into rwo legs, 
and is in the image ſo expreſſed (though for a great while is was 
but one Monarchy ) yec at laſt it grew into two, the Eaftern and 
Weſtern Monarchy, which yes chough divided, were both ftrong 
as Iron, and beld al nations under them: but in procefle of time 
theſe fel inco fee and coes as the natural body of man, from cwa 
legs, deſcend into feet and toes. The Eaftern Monarchy was ſwal- 
lowed up by the Perſian, Turks, &c. The weftern Monarchy fel 
incodivers kingdomes, bus among theſe ſubdivided kings, was 
ftceongch and weaknefle, the feet being parc of Icon and part of 
Ys Dan 2.3 3-41, and much mingling thal be among chem co 
rezoyn che kingdomes inco one body,ſome whereofare weak: and 
ſome ftcong,(as Icon and clayJbucr it never ſhal be, as Iroh cannor 
be mixc with clay, Dan.2.41.,42.43, The Spaniard and Auftrian 
18 Spain and Germany: & other nations in Exrope, ſome of which 
are ſtrong and ſome weak, have ſought by macciage and other 
Covenaints,to mingle and rejoyn into one Monarchy, bus ic- ſhal 
never be, as we cannot mingle Icon & clay. Bur co che period and 
upſhox, of cheic Soyecaignty and Monarcby, they ſhal semain 
kingdoms diſtinct, as feec and.coes, of Iconand clay, partly weak 
and partly ftrong, now in the dayes of this fourth Romane, aud 
Weftec Monord7, there ſhal bes Bonaont ont withoud hande 

aNe 
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Dan, 2, 34, to 36. which ſhal firft ruin theſe Kingdoms(it ſmote 
che Image on the feet that were of Iron and Clay;ver. 34. and ſo 
ſwallowed up tbe whole Image ; all che foregoing Monarchies 
were brought under ,and by it co nothing ver. 39.ard ic became 
a Monarchy over the whole earch, where ever aty of che formec 
Monarchies had ruled, ver. 3 5.thac is,as isexplaine&,Dan,2.44% 
45. Kirgdome which that ftone ſhal obcain, iec upby the God 
ot Heaven. Whereas the ocher Monarchies were erected by men 
on-earth, (chough permicred and ordered by God) which King- 
dome or Monarchy fhal ſwallow up io it all foregoing Monar- 
cbies, and thac by no-bumane means or policy; for ic was wich- 
ouc hands, orr.@ in hand: chat is, not ot man, bur a divine work 
every way; and itfhalreach and iwallow up not only the fegt & 
coes, but che legs of Braſs, the breaft and arms of Silver, che head 
of Gold, Dan. 2.34,35- that is, al Kingdoms and Scates, thac 
were from firſt co laft under any of the Monarchies, fhal be (wal- 
lowed up and come under this. And this is a fifth Monarchy 
which hal ariſe in the world afcer che former fonr, wbich nu 
meant of a tace of Chrifts Kingdome, as appears, 

Firft, becauſe ic is called a ftone,as Chrift is the ftone which the 
builders refuſed, become the head of the corver, x Pet. 2.3.:0 8. 

And ſecondly, it is a ſtone noc in baud, or noc cur out with 
hands, becauſe by God immediately withouc bumane hep, this 
Kingdome ſhal be reared up.. 

Thirdly, its duratiop,thas it ſhal laft for ever, ſhews ic is meanc 
of Chrifts Kingdome; we poeple ſhal ſwallow ic up,as they bave 
doneal ot ies; the Babilonian was left to the Medes 
and Perfians, and this ctotheGrecians, ard che Grecians co the 
Romans, but this ſhall be lefc co none, but this ſhal be for ever, 
Dan.2.44-that is co the worlds endzbut the Kingdom act the 
worlds end ſhal be Chrifts, for chen be gives icup to the Father, x 
Cor. 15.24.therefore cil chen,f& ac chat cime, when al ends, be hath 


the Kingdom; Chriſts ſpiritual Kengdome and bis Providencial,. 


were befoce this cime; thecefore chat which 1s co begin, when theſe 
AMonarchies end,muft be Chrifts Monarchy: wherefore from this 
propheſie we learn, that Chrift ſhal have a Monarchical fiate on 
earth,and a viſible Kingdom as other Monarebs bad;(wallowing 
up or cauſing co vaniſh al orher Monarcbies, (as the lacter Mon- 
arcbies did the former: And thac this Monarchy isto be Chrifts, 
is yet mote plain, by Dan» 7. where ibe four Monarchies _ 
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four Beaſks ace prophetied of verſe 3, to g. the 16,17. afcer which 
Chrift ſets up a Monareby, verſ.'9.t0 13. And asche Son of Man 
in reference ©0 which name hecals bimſelf che Son of Man, as we 
read in che orion tO him was given «Monarchy, ther after 


che foucth Brat or Monarchy was deftroyed, which is the Ro- 
mangthat being z and ſo Chrifts Monarchy is yet to come 
but his Providencial and Spiritual Government bave been of old, 


therefore it is meant of anocher,and not of thoſe ftates ofGoverrn- 
ment,/Hoſ. 3,4,5. the ten Tribes chen caft off, ſhould be lefe with- 
out all Religion cil che hareer daies, in which they ſhould be con- 
verced, and bave David for their Kzng, that is Chrift, whom 
David cypifiedzchereforeChriſt is co be aKing in the laccer daies: 
So 2 Tim. 4. 1. when Chriſt appears nexs, he is to have a King 
dom and char on Eucth, before the worlds end,becauſe then be re- 
Ggoes it, 1 Cor. 15. 24. aod yet chis his Kingdom isnoc till be 
come again, - which yer be hath not, chough it is ſo long ſince be 
aſcended z wherefore his Kingdom is yer cocome, and this isthe 
ſcope of the Parable, Leky 19. 1 1,12, which be ſpake becauſe 
they chought Gods Kingdom, (that is, the Kingdom of which 
God hach propheſied or promiſed ſo much, which indeed was chis 
Kindom of Chrift,as be cals ic in chatPacable)which they though 
ſhould immediacely appearhe cels chem be maft go a farFoxerney 
to receive it, and then he will come, at tbe time appointed, and 
bring ic wich bimy by which be means bis Aſcenſion into Heaven, 
and his long ſtay thece till his next coming z So that he confirms 
them in their opinion of a Kingdom, bur reRifges them in the 
thoughts of the time, when it ſhould be z and ſo AB. 1. 6, 7. be 
denies not che Kingdom, buc would noc cel chem the cime when 
it ſhould bez —_— ers _ err if —— only 
meant his ſpiricual Kingdom, t the Go eaching, he 
_— kT them che time of thacgfor he bad ſaid hefroohes 
i fhould be over al che world, before the cuin of Ferwſalen, Match.

called the Beaſts ſeat, Rev. 16, 10; and is meanc Revel. 18, 2, by that 
Babylon is to be fo deſtroyed ; ſo that the meaning of this killing of Wit- 
neſſes, is that Papall power from Rome ſhall kill and lay dead the Or- 
chodoxe Proteſtants and Chriſtians, who oppoſe Poperie in every King- 
dome, chat is under Papall power,. aud by chat time the Period of the 
Papi-- 
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Papacy, namely 42. months, and of the Witneſles, wix. 1260. dayes, grew 
tawards an end, that is, towards Anno Demint 1666, ſhaltbave 
flain all bold oppretlecs of ic, either un Magiflracie an Miniſterie, and 3]

ſeems co be a ſecond Ak of che Ten Rings,that is, of fo many as were re- 
volced from the Papacie : and icalto appears to be ſo, becauſe ic is made 
the fore-runner and immediate fore-goer of they ruine of Romewhich is 
here meant by the Whore verſe 16, as is explained verſe 18. This Act of 
the Kings, is the means by che which God will fulfil} bis Word, of Romes 
cuine by Fire; therefore it is ſaid, They ſhall burn ber with Fire,for they 
ſhal agree to give up heir power to ber, til the words be fulfilled : Bur the 
former giving up their Power to che - Beaſt, was at the beginning of the 
Papacie, verſe 12, 13+ So that ic ſeems by the generall Vaſlallage of all 
Kingdomes in Europe to Poperie again, God will bring abouc theruire 
of Rome: for the revolted Kingdomes eyes ſhall be opened, to ſee bow 
Rome hath abuſed chem, co bring chem back egainto her flaverie, and ro 
flay al cheir Prophets and Witneſſes: and then they ſhal hate ber and ruin 
ber ; and this may be by ſome one of the Ten Kingdoms in Exrope cefor= 
med, and yet cevolced, and at laſt te}1 off from Rome agaia : For though 
i: is ſaid, The Ten ſhould ruine the Whore, ic cannoc be meant of them all, | 
for {ome of chem lamented ber Raine, Rev. 18 19, Burtifany of them 
do ir, it is eruly ſaid the Ten did it(as it is ſaid the Theeves reviled Chriſt, 
Mark 15.32.) whenas ic was bur ope of them, Luke. 23. 39. and by 
this cevolcing of Reformed Kingdomes co Poperie againe in Exrope, 
comes is, that the Witneſſes (that is, the Orthodex Chriſtians and Pro-= 
feſſors) are ſlain by che Papacie, which alſois a ſecond Argument, foc 
chat 1s meant by the Beaſt, Revel, x1. 7- and thattheir Bodies lie dead 
intbe ſtreets of Rome, tor chac is meant by thegreat Cztiey for it was 
Romes power which crucified Chriſt 5 therefore he is {aid co be.therecrus 
cified: Pilate by Roman. Autboritiedid ir. Now it cannot be the Ci- 
tieof, Rowe in whichall Wicneſles lie dead, for chere be none or few 
Witneſſes 1n Rome, bue moſt Witneſſes are in Reformed Kingdomes, , 
acd muſt therebe fliin and lie dead, therefore by the Rreecs mult be 
3: mMeanc. 
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meantthe Ten Kingdomes infEurope come under Romes Jurudiftion :

7. that is, none of her 
Kingdomes ſhall be cent from her which (he h:d at any cime under hee 
Juriidi&ion, bur is in her full ftrengrh 3 therefore ic is ſaid, Strong #5 the 
Lord,yverſ\.8.cthat is,fhe beipg in pertect ftrengeh, God ſhewes bis ftrengeh 
In her cuine. 
Thus bexween this and 1666. is like to bea revolt of the Reformed 
Kingdoms to Poperie, and by Papal power a ſuppreſſiag of Or:hodox 
Chriftians and publicke Perſons in'Ezrope, whoſe ful ſuppreflipg will be 
compleat within a few yeares of 1666, And this is the (ad time of the 
Gentile Beleevers, which ſome bavegueſſed wil be (weerned wich che glo- 
rious Work of the Converſion of the Iſraelites in che middeft of ir, bur 
char will yeeld no preſenc relief to us Gentiles againft Antichriſt, buc 
he ſhall goe on coflay the Witneſſes, and finiſh ir. Which having done, 
before he cantriumph four years, the Witneſſes ſhall be raiſed up, and | 
oneof the Ten Kinedomes fall off from him, and ruine the Cicie of «| 
Rome; end this will be a generall good ro Europe. But yet the Papa- 
Cie ſhall breathe, and by rees get Head, and joyne with Turk, Tar- 
tar, and the Chriftians in Exrope : Burfrom chis Danger will Chriſt 
fave all Chriftians, by his comming and ſerting up bis Kingdome, 
And as there ſhall be trouble in regard of Religion, before this con 
ming of Chrift, ſo there ſhall be (it is co be feared_) inregard of Ju- 
frice, and chac all Pcinces thall fall by Degrees co T yrannie and Oppreſ- 
ſion, and enflaving cheic Subjzets, chat ſo Chrifts comming and King- 
- dome may more be welcome co the World. Which is therefore cele- 
brated, chiefly by che Joy ic brings through doing of Juſtice 3 Pſal. 72, 1. 
ro5. Pſaim,'ys6. 10. tothe end, and relieving the oppreſſed: For, 
Chriſt baving a purpoſe toſwallow up all Kingly Power, he will wea- 
rie the Worldof it, by letting ic vexe and (poylche Earch 5 and when (hs 
all the World groanes under Tyrannie and Oppreſhion of Kingy, then will 
be come and chrow down all cheir Thrones, anderett bis own onely, who 
alone is fic to rule the World Monarchically, being infinitely full of Wiſe- 
dome, Juſtice, and Meeknefle. Amen. | WW
